The photograph, which is attached hercio, 
shows the state after a lapse of one week at 50°C from the preparation of ihe composition. 
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As is clear from toe results shown in the photograph, virtually so change has bees 
observed to the composition according to the preparation of Example 1 of toe present invention 
after a lapse of one week at 5Q«C tern toe preparation compared to toe composition immediately 
after the preparation. On the other hand, the composition of the Comparative Example 
corresponding to Yooeda separated into two layers immediately after preparation of the 
composition. 

Thus, I conclude that the present invention provides unexpectedly .superior results.
